TREASURE IN SCOTLAND 


New attempts will be made at 
Tobermory, Scotland, in April to 
wrest from the Atlantic floor the 


secrets of the $100,000,000 Spanish |Cnough to determine if they are 
treasure galleon Duque de Floren. | 


cia, Divers last summer found an 
ancient hulk at the bottom of Tob- 
ermory’s Island bay. It may be the | 
wreck of an armada ship—sunk 350 
years ago after fleeing from Sir 
Francis Drake and the English 
fleet. 

The man with the biggest stake 
in the new salvage effort is the 
Duke of Argyll, 47-year-old Scottish 
peer whose family has long owned 
the bay where salvage operations 
were carried out last year by the 
Navy. “We hope to get going again 
in Tobermory in about a month,” 
he says. 

Last year's salvage operations 
yielded silver medallions, a stone 
cannon ball and _ other relics, 
strengthing the belief that the craft 
buried under the waters of the bay 
is indeed the Florencia. 

But whether her reputed hoard of 
gold plate, doubloon ducats and 
pieces of eight still remain on 
board has yet to be established. 

The Spaniards blew the ship up 
after trouble with local chieftain, 
Maclean of Durat. Some of the 
sturdy islanders apparently feel 
that successive generations of Mac- 
leans must have gone to consider- 
able lengths to test the story of 
the treasure, 

Island skeptics say they have seen 
more money poured into Tobermory 
harbour in the search than will 
ever come out of it. 

They were temporarily silenced 
last year when the Navy, with up- 
to-date scientifle equipment, pro- 
duced new evidence of the galleon 
after a grim struggle against giant 
natural forces 60 feet under the sur. 
face of the bay. 

Divers with the aid of powerful 
air jets and compressor pumps, un- 
covered the mysterious old craft 
from a shifting bed of silt, They 
were satisfied it was the Florencia. 
But the bay still jealously hugged 
her secret, and quickly recovered 
the galleon’s grave as soon as the 
pumps stopped work. 

Last year's salvage effort was a 
“limited operation,” in which sur- 
face storms and tearing undercur- 
rents menaced the divers, 

They eventually weighed anchor 
and sailed away with the hulk still 
in Davy Jones’ locker—but they left 
behind new hopes that the 350- 
year-old mystery of the Florencia 
will soon be solved.

CONDUCTED AT HOME 


Germination tests at home are 
the practical and common sense 
answer to farmers who question 
whether their seed is going to ger- 
minate properly after they sow it. 
For the common crop, home germi- 
nation tests can be made success- 
fully on a sample which will most 
nearly represent the entire lot. 

The usual practice is to use 100- 
seed counts, in duplicate, or more. 
The average of the separate tests is 
then used to determine the per- 
centage of germination. 

Clean blotting paper, obsorbent 
cotton, paper towels, or cloth may 
be used as a substratum to hold the | 
seeds. Place 100 seeds on the cloth 
and cover with the same kind of 
material. Place on a large dinner | 
plate and cover with another one. 
Sand may also be used for testing 
seeds of cereals, corn, peas and 
beans. 

Seeds should not be allowed to 
rest in the water. The substratum 
should be soaked in water and the 
free water allowed to drain of be- 
fore the seeds are planted. 

Uniform temperature ranging 
from 65 to 85 degrees F is suitable. 


Sprouts should not be removed 
and counted before they are large 


healthy and appear capable of de- | 
veloping into useful plants, Clovers 
and other legumes in particular | 
should be examined carefully for | 
broken and abnormal sprouts that 
start growth but are incapable of | 
continuing to grow into plants.

EASTER MEANS REBIRTH 


It is significant that the two great festivals of the 
Christian Church should both commemorate the birth 
of Christ. Christmas celebrates His coming to earth and | 
Easter His rebirth after having been claimed by death. | 

Birth is a beginning and rebirth a beginning again. | 
Easter signifies that man can be reborn. Not only does 
it offer hope of life after death, it also gives mankind 
hope that, spiritually, the people of the earth can throw 
off the shackles of the past and go forward into the fu- 
ture with new confidence that the human race need not 
perish. 

Forces of destruction have predominated so far in 
this twentieth century. Man has been clever: he has in- 
vented countless gadgets to make life easier for those 


who can afford them: he has cut down space and has 
brought the nations closer together; he has probed into 
the secrets cf the universe and has learned how to use 
the power of atoms for warfare.

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BLOOD PLASMA FOR 
ARMED SERVICES 


Immediate response by Canadian 
citizens to the federal government's 
request for blood and blood pro 
ducts for the armed forces has al- 
ready resulted in increased regis. 


itration of volunteer blood donors 


across the country, H.H. Leather, 
blood donor chairman, 
Canadian Red Cross Society, said 
recently. 

“We hope to be able to deliver 
the first 1000 bottles of plasma to 
the Minister of National Defence 
at Ottawa before the end of the 
month,” he declared, 

At least an additional 100,000 
bottles of blood will be needed in 
1951 to meet the new commitments, 
for both the armed forces and civil 
defence needs, the chairman ex 
plained, This is half again as much 
as was collected from volunteer , 
donors in 1950. 

“This emergency calls for an in- 
crease in our national budget of 
$5,000,000, as well as increase in the 
number of donors,” he continued, 
referring to the Society's annual ap- 
peal for funds taking place this 
month. 

Nearly 100,000 Canadians receiv- 
ed free blood and plasma in 1950 
through the Society's free national | 
blood transfusion service which op- 
erates in eight provinces, including | 
parts of Ontario and Quebec. Ap- | 
proximately 200,000 Canadian vol- 
unteers gave blood. The service will 
extend to Saskatchewan in 1951, In 
Ontario, special clinics will be con. 
ducted for the armed forces  pro- 
gram where the national service is 
not yet operating.

|fit for bread, the salty wheat was 
| used as seed, That year all 
i Wheat in England was smutty ex: 
|cept the crop harvested from the 
\‘brined’ seed. This is believed to 
have been the origin of seed treat- 
}ment, a practice that is adding mil- 
lions of dollars annuajly to the 
Canadian farmers pocket. 


One of the latest innovations in 
modern seed treatment is the slurry 
method of application.

At a meeting of the Town Coun- 
cil on Monday, March 19, Dr. R. E. 
McKenzie, president of the Didsbury | 
Tennis Club in 1950, brought up the 
subject of tennis in town and the 
likelihood or otherwise of its con- 
tinuance this year, The matter was 
offered for consideration at this 
meeting because of the present 
state of the tennis courts, and the 
fecling in the president’s mind that 
unless some active steps were taken | \\ 
to complete the work on them, the 
lcourts would fall into disrepair. 

To date large sums of money have 
| been expended upon the courts, in. 
lcluding an initial grant by the 1.0. 
D.E.. and a further grant last year. 
| However, despite this financial aid 
\there have at no time in 1950 been 
sufficient funds available to pro- 
cure hired labour to finish the 
courts; as a result the main burden 
of manual labour necessary has 
fallen upon the shoulders of one or | 
two of the club members who were | 
unable, despite their efforts, to pro- 
vide finished playing courts. 

Not unnaturally, human nature 
being as it is, a percentage of play- 
ers profess no interest in the game 
‘if the shadow of work is to hang 
lover them, and to date, because of 
lack of funds, this shadow has been 
of a very dark hue where tennis is 
concerned in this town. 

However, When an approach was 
made to those of school age last 
vear, large numbers of young peo- 
ple expressed a Wish to play this 
particular game. 

Now the stage is reached where | 
it is important to know exactly 
!what membership the club could | 
hope to have, if completed courts 
are available at the beginning of 
the approaching tennis season. If 
a sufficiently large number of peo- 
i; ple wish to play tennis, then, in the 
next two months enough funds may 
be raised to complete the courts.
